THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 



The visionaries who founded Livingstone College wanted an educational enterprise that would make for 
self reliance of the person. The basis of this ideal is the cornerstone of our belief that we should be 
concerned for qualities of character and for growth of the total human being. This attitude has prevailed 
at this institution for more than a century. 

It is remarkable to think about the world events that have transpired over the life of this institution. Yet, 
through it all we have, by the grace of God, persevered and grown. This past academic year we have 
observed and celebrated some important milestones in our history. Two significant events were the 
Centennial Celebration of the first intercollegiate football game played between historically black colleges, 
Johnson C. Smith University and Livingstone College, and the centennial observance of the death of the 
founder of this great institution, Joseph Charles Price. He was a free born slave but would live a life as 
preacher of the Gospel who would build an institution on the foundation of spiritual leadership. 

The Honorable Josephus Daniels wrote in the introduction of Bishop Walls' book that unquestionably the 
two most remarkable Negroes of their day were Booker T. Washington and Joseph C. Price. Daniels 
added that while Washington lived long enough to see his dreams fulfilled at Tuskegee, "Price died early, 
before he could behold the vision splendid he had visioned in his heart and had begun to build in brick 
and mortar". Our history, therefore, is predicated on the concept of building institutions and persons. In 
the iate 1 880's students and faculty members molded the bricks that were used to build campus buildings 
that still stand today. They stand as visible memorials to the vision of Price and to all who have followed 
with his dream in tow. This year we celebrate his life under a theme so familiar to Price, "I believe in the 
coming of the morning". We believe in the coming of the morning. It is a new day at Livingstone College, 
full of promise and expectation. 

The men of Livingstone, who participated in the first black college football game, must have harbored the 
expectation that what they did that snowy day in December 1892, would have long term implications for 
every historically black college in America. Not only did they join the ranks of the country's elite colleges 
when they played this game, they made sure that it was recorded for all time. This historic game 
reconciled our place as an institution of higher learning with all others and helped to open new vistas of 
opportunity. 

Today, still charged with the mission forged by Price and others, we are building an academic framework 
for all of our students, shaping character and nurturing spirits. Because Livingstone College is built on 
solid rock, and because of your dedication to become significant contributors to society, we will continue. 
Livingstone, your Livingstone, like you, is ready to meet new challenges in preparation for our thrust into 
the 21st century. You are part of the living story of Livingstone College; you are living stones. Go now 
and take your place in the world, assured that you are prepared. Your foundation is strong, right and 
sure.

CIVIL RIGHTS NOTABLE TO SPEAK AT 
LIVINGSTONE 

A colleague in the civil rights movement, the Honorable Walter E. Faun- 
troy, was the keynote speaker for the 100th observance of Founder's Day at 
Livingstone College. The historic celebration was held on February 11, 1993. 
Fauntroy is a prominent figure in the area of civil rights in America. In 
1971, Walter E. Fauntroy became Washington, D.C.'s first delegate to the 
U.S. Congress and began a national political career that would span nearly 
20 years. Within his first two years as a Democratic congressman, he designed 
— and congress passed — the Home Rule Charter, which permitted the 
District of Columbia to elect its own Mayor and City Council. He also began 
what would be a long and difficult fight for statehood and full representation 
in the House and Senate, for though he represented more taxpaying citizens 
than any other single voting member of the house, he was a non-voting 
Congressman delegate. 

Perhaps Congressman Fauntroy's greatest achievement as a national po- 
litical figure was his rise to become the second-ranking member on the Bank- 
ing Committee and the Chairman of the Subcommittee on International 
Institutional Banking and Finance. From these positions, he was able to focus 
his concern on the state of America's economy; on keeping U.S. corporations 
under American ownership, rather than placing their destiny in the hands 
of foreign investors. Congressman Fauntroy vacated his Congressional seat 
in the fall of 1990 in order to run for the Democratic party's nomination for 
Mayor of Washington, D.C, a bid which he lost to Sharon Pratt Dixon.

Livingstone College Remembers 41 years of Service 



On Thursday, April 29, 1993, Livingstone College lost one of it's finest, Mr. Clark Stephen Coffin. Clark 
Coffin, Professor Emeritus of Music at Livingstone, was a living chronicle of excellence, commitment, and 
service to his community, country, and alma mater. 

Just five days before his passing, the Livingstone College family celebrated his legacy of music and established 
a scholarship fund in his name at a banquet held in Aggrey Student Center Ballroom. 

Mr. Coffin was born in Maryville, Tennessee in 1918. He acquired an early interest in music from seeing 
his mother sing in the AME Zion Church. The piano attracted his attention as soon as he could reach the 
keys. Much to his parents credit, as soon as they noticed his interest in music, they provided a piano for the 
home. After he had sung several years in church and school choirs and acquired the rudiments of piano he 
was delighted that his mother started him in private instruction. She could not find adequate instruction in 
town so she put together a class of youth from the community in order to interest a professional to commute 
from Knoxville to teach piano. 

His path to Livingstone was assured by his uncle, W.H. Hannon, who taught math, english, and music for 
more than 40 years.. Hannon influenced Clark's mother, Eulah Richardson Coffin to attend Livingstone, where 
she met and later married Clark Coffin, Sr. 

As a college student, Mr. Coffin paid for his education by accompanying the choral organizations, soloist, 
and instrumentalist. He occasionally substituted in the absence of the language instructors. After graduation 
he returned home to work and to direct a church choir. Later he enlisted in the Army Airforce. There he rose 
to the rank of Chief Clerk of the 285th Aviation Squadron before finishing his military service. 

Mr. Coffin then got back on track with his musical pursuits that took him to the Boston Conservatory where 
he studied with many 20th century musical luminaries. He matriculated with distinction. There, in addition 
to a busy accompanist schedule he was once asked to substitute in the voice studio of Professor Iride Pille in 
her absence. He performed with Robert Shaw in UNICEF radio broadcast programs and performed in concert 
with Duke Ellington. 

Mr. Coffin began his tenure at Livingstone College in 1952 with a variety of teaching assignments including 
music history, music literature, piano and voice. In the beginning his duties also included directing the Choral 
Union. For many years he directed the octet and served on many campus committees. In 1960, after several 
summer sessions at Boston University Graduate School, he received the Master of Arts in Musicology. He 
continued graduate summer school from 1960 to 1968 at Harvard University in Music History. 

His service to the Salisbury community included years of membership with the Salisbury Symphony Orchestra 
and the Rowan Community Concert Association. Until his illness, Mr. Coffin continued to support various 
musical arts organizations. 

In June 1992, upon his retirement from full-time teaching, Livingstone College awarded Mr. Coffin the 
title of Professor Emeritus. Until his failing health, Mr. Coffin served as a part-time faculty member and 
actively participated on campus committees and other special community events. He fondly recalled perform- 
ances held at Livingstone by world-class talent like Carmelia Williams, Leonard DePaur, Paul Robeson, Marian 
Anderson, Inez Matthews, Leontyne Price and Duke Ellington. 

Mr. Clark Coffin, a quiet and humble giant of a man, believed that Livingstone College should do everything 
in its power to bring about quality concerts like those experienced in the past for the enjoyment and enlight- 
enment of the campus and the community at large.

A HISTORICAL VIEW 
OF 

HOOD THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 

Through much of his career James Walker Hood, an African Methodist Episcopal Zion minister, 
had cherished a recurring dream of training all qualified Negro youth for the Christian ministry! 
By 1879 others in the denomination had become aware of Bishop Hood's persistent dream. In that 
same year a group of ministers from Concord, North Carolina and its surrounding area met for 
prayer and devout consideration of the Christian education program needs of their church. 

Out of the meeting in the Concord parsonage of the Reverend Mr. C.R. Harris came the Zion 
Wesley Institute, to be housed in that same parsonage until 1882. It was in that year that the 
citizens of Salisbury, 20 miles north, with a guarantee of a gift of $1,000, persuaded the leaders 
to move there for a permanent location. 

Bishop Hood, having earlier discovered the varied and giant talents of the Reverend Mr. Joseph 
C. Price, enticed him to become the first president of the Institute in 1885. Under Price, Zion 
Wesley Institute was granted a charter by the state of North Carolina and it became Livingstone 
College in 1887. The Institute was renamed in honor of the noted African missionary physician 
and explorer, Dr. David Livingstone. 

In 1904 the A.M.E. Zion Church appropriated $20,000 for construction of a building to house 
Hood Theological Seminary. The seminary was named in honor of Bishop Hood in 1906 the 
cornerstone of Hood Building was set in place. 

Many years later, in 1965, an intensive fund-raising campaign in the Church culminated in the 
construction of a new structure which is currently the location of Hood Theological Seminary. It 
was built at a cost of $465,000 on ground adjacent to the campus donated by the late Bishop and 
Mrs. William Jacob Walls. The building, called Walls Center, honors the memory of the late Bishop 
and his wife.
